A man with only fair ability 
might make a good president if 
he had one asset—the ability to 
assemble people about him who 
are capeble of giving advice, and 
a further capacity for analyzing 
that advice and using it. A man 
who could do this, even though he 
had relatively moderate native 
ability and background, could 
make a successfu'’ and able presi- 
dent of the United States. Without 
it, he and his administration 
would fall upon evil days and lose 
all public confidence. 

A man with great abilities and 
superior background, who could 
not find. men experienced in the 
many and complex fields into 
which a president must venture, 
would be lost and often at sea no 
matter how great hisiown capa- 
bilities and knowledge.

President Truman is one who 
has suffered grievously and often 
because he acted on advice which

was unsound. He has had about . 


him few men of capacity and 
background. One of the Roosevelt 
strengths, for all the critical com- 
ment of his “‘brain trust,” was 
that he gathered about him a set 
of brilliant men, educated, trained 
and skilled in analyzing econom- 
ics and trends. Before his sec- 
ond term had ended, some of 
these “men were -gone. In his 
third term he suffered from an 
inferior quality of advice and in- 
formation, compared with that of 
his first two terms, but he still 
was in a far >etter position than 
Harry Truman ever was, or is. 
The White House ‘‘staff work” 
has been consistently of poor 
quality—and therefore confused. 
This will be the chief dilemma. 
of Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower if 
he should be elected as the Re- 
publican nominee. A change of 
presidents will “ot rid us of big 
problems and the increase in fleas 
the bigger dog .aust scratch.

Records show 375 pedestrians have been killed and 
7,215 injured in Atlanta since the police traffic bureau 
was organized in 1936. Of those killed, 132 were children. 

In June, 1951, the Atlanta Police Department and 
the Greater Atlanta Safety Council launched-a four- 
month educational campaign against the practice of 
jaywalking. This was to pave the way for enforcement 
of a new city ordinance which strictly forbids jaywalk- 
ing in congested areas zoned for business. 

The first two months were devoted to a publicity 
campaign, in which newspapers and radio stations called 
attention to the fact that more than half the persons 
killed in traffic here and almost half of those injured 


During August and September, patrolmen handed 
out to jaywalkers pink warning tickets which called

The enforcement campaign got off to a faltering 
start with the beginning of October. On Oct. 2, officers 
booked jaywalking charges against two persons, both of 
whom were struck by automobiles. 

By mid-October, the traffic court docket showed as 
many as two dozen jaywalking charges a day. Offenders 
posted a $2 collateral upon the first arrest and $4 upon 


Jaywalking charges faded almost entirely from the 
traffic docket by Nov. 17.

* Flies Win War With Science in Egypt

CAIRO, April 30—Egypt’s flies 
have emerged triumphant from a 
three-year battle with the Rocke- 
feller Foundation, cast in the role 
of a champion of modern science 
versus the house fly. Flies are 
blamed in most of the 50 per cent 
of Egyptians who die before they 
reach the age of five. 

Back in 1950 the Rockefeller 
Foundation had hopes modern 
science had beaten the great killer.

The government has won a stop order 
until Friday afternoon against the tempo- 
rary injunction issued Tuesday by Federal 
Judge David A. Pine. 


If the Justice department has taken the 


case to. the Supreme Court by that time, the 
reinstatement of the gévernment’s seizure 
order will continue in force until the high 
- bench*has decided whether it will take up the 
case for immediate review. If an immediate 
review is rejected, the seizure order will 
stand until the court does have ‘an opportu- 
nity to act. 

' The Supreme Court decision could be 
months in coming. In the meantime the gov- 
ernment has acted with commendable speed 
to set the legal machinery in motion for a 
final ruling from the highest court. 

Closing of the plants involves the loss of 
230,000 tons of steel a day—steel badly 
needed for the civilian economy and for our 
defense. Phillip Murray, president of the 
United Steelworkers of America, CIO, acted 
arbitrarily and in complete disregard of the 
public interest in calling the strike of steel 
workers before the higher courts’ decisions. 

As the government struggles to get the 
mills back in operation, it is the public again 
that is caught in this power contest between 
yor and management. 

Cool heads are needed to solve this crisis 
\- -one of the most pressing of modern times. 
Labor and the steel industry should avail 
themselves of all opportunities to work to- 
wards a compromise solution which will be 
fair to all parties concerned and which tries 
to protect the interests of the American peo- 
ple as well.

Is Shaking Hands 


PANAMA CITY, Fla.—Covering a presidential 
campaign is very similar to covering a Georgia 
gubernatorial race—particularly when the major 


candidate is a Georgian. The traveling pace is terrific, just as it is 


in a gubernatorial campaign— 


—even if the presidential . whirlwind 


campaign by Georgia’s Senator Russell is being conducted by air- 
plane instead of by automobile like the governors’ races are. 


The time for Russell to cam- 
paign in Florida before the May 
6 primary is much shorter than 
the usual 60-day campaigns 


‘waged by gubernatorial candi- 


dates. So Russell and the news- 
men following him have to hop 
from one end of the state to the 
other and back again in criss- 
cross fashion in just a few days. 


Like the time when he ran 
fer governor in 1930, and the 
many times that many candi- 
dates have run for governor of 
Georgia in the _ intervening 
years, Dick Russell is shak- 
ing hands with people of all 
walks of life, asking their votes. 
He chats a moment with- a 
rustic farmer. He pins a Rus- 
sell button on a tiny blue- 
jeaned clad lad. He praises 
the beauty of the ladies attend- 
ing the rallies. He tells the 
young people that theirs is the 
responsibility of the future. He 
confers with labor leaders. He 
gives a brief talk to civic 
clubs. And he eats barbecue. 


Newsmen—some of whom are 
used to leaving half-eaten barbe- 
cue and rushing to find some 
kind of a telegraph station or 
telephone in remote areas of

Russell observed that Ke- 
fauver brought in Sen.. Paul 
Douglas of Llinois ‘‘to try to tell 
you Floridians how to vote’’— 
adding, “If you want advice on 
how to vote, you can get better 
American-way advice from your 
own Florida congressmen than 
you can from Senator Douglas 
of Illinois or Senator Humphrey 
of Minnesota.”’ 

The voters of Florida—the peo- 
ple of Florida—seem to have the 
same personality and reactions to 
politics as do Georgians. In fact, 
many of them are former Geor- 
gians. Even the weather down 
here is similar to Georgia’s po- 
litical weather.

He Wouldn't 
Give Them Back 


It’s a feeble situation in Washington if you aren 
find a precedent in the pages of history. History 
repeats because merrstay~men. Human nature is a 
a fairly constant factor. A clash between the executive and fosticlal 
branches of our government is by no means new. Today it is Tru- 
man and Judge Pine and steel, yesterday. it was FDR and the NRA, 
over a century ago it was Andy Jackson, John Marshall, the Chero- 


kee Indians and Georgia. 
As the nation’s first great chief 


justice of the Supreme Court, 
John Marshall did much to estab- 


‘ lish the principle of frextbility in 


interpretation of the Constitution 
and to. strengthen the Federal 
Government, newly born from a 
union of sovereign states. 


But in the rhubarb with Old 
Hickory over the Cherokees in 
Georgia, Chief Justice John 
Marshall was left holding the 
decision. 


The whites in Georgia wanted 
to get the aborigines off the land. 
They had taken vigorous action 
toward that end. By 1828 the 
Creeks had thrown in the towel. 

But the more sedentary Chero- 
kees in north Georgia girded 
themselves for a fight. Adopt- 
ing a constitution, they set them- 
selves up as a free and independ- 
ent nation. The State of Georgia 


said they were no such thing, that , 


they were subjects of the state 
and nothing else. 


As an old Indian fighter, Presi- 
dent Jackson’s respect for the red 
man was purely postmortem. He 
sided with Georgia. He got Con- 
gress to pass a law so that he 
could tell the Indians to get out 
and to make their lands public 
domain. : 

The Cherokees sought relief, 
not with scalping knife, but 
through the courts. 

The President had the author- 
ity to seize their homeland, but 
did he have the right? Was the

congressional action * constitu- 
tional? ; : 
The Cherokees filed three suits, 
one of which, Worcester vs. Geor- 
gia, reached the Supreme Court 


of the United States. 


The court ruled for the plain- 
tiff. Give his farm lands, his 
lodges and his grist mills back 
to him, the high tribunal ordered. 


John Marshall declared the 
Cherokees were a nation and 
should be treated as such. Geor- 
gia and Andy Jackson had no 
business being so high-handed. 

But the verdict didn’t faze 
the rugged individualist in the 
White House. Told of the court 
decision, he said, or they say he 
said, ‘‘John Marshall has made 
his decision; now let him enforce 
it.” Didn’t John Marshall know 
that the President had as much 
right as he tO say what was con- 
stitutional and what wasn’t? 

The Indians didn’t strike. They . 
walked out... on that shameful 
‘Trail of Tears’’ in keeping with 
what Andrew Jackson called “‘the 
wise and humane policy of trans- 
ferring . .. to the western side 
of the Mississippi the remnants 
of our aboriginal tribes,”

Strike Hits Nation 
At Decisive Instant

WASHINGTON, April 30—There is no time that 
can be described as ideal for a steel strike but this ‘ 
particular strike at this particular time is calculated to cause more 
trouble in the field of foreign policy than almost any other imagin- 
able. In Korea, truce talks have reached a most delicate phase. After 
months of wrangling, the long catalogue of grievances on both sides 
has been reduced to three points on which the Western powers have 


proposed compromise. 

This compromise is under con- 
sideration, not only in Panmun- 
jom but in Moscow itself, and 
chances of a settlement are cer- 
tainly not going to be improved 
by prospect of a prolonged strike 
in the U. S. steel industry, which 
furnishes basic power for the en- 
tire Allied rearmament program. 

A similar situation exists in 
Germany. There, success of the 
Allied rearmament effort and 
prospect of bringing the West 
German federal republic into the 
North Atlantic defense system 
have produced a turn in Soviet 


policy. 


For the first time since the 
end of the war, the Kremlin 
has embarked on a series of 
reckless promises in an _ at- 
tempt to block West Ger- 
many’s alliance with the West. 
The Germans have been of- 
fered “unity, a national army 
and withdrawal of the Red 
army.in return for a policy of 
German neutrality. 


At the same time, the Western 
powers have offered to end West 
Germany’s occupation status; to 
make Germany part of the first 
great experiment in formation of 
a European army and to co-op- 
erate with the new international 
steel and coal organization under 
the Schuman plan. 

At the moment when the steel 
crisis hit, many governments in 
Europe and Asia were con- 
fronted with decisions in which 
the dependability of American 
leadership and American econo- 
my was a vital factor. e+ 8 


At that time, the United States 
promised to deliver 1,000;000 tons 
of steel, scrap and pig iron to 


Britain during this calendar year 
in return for British tin and rub- 
ber. 

This exchange js essential to 
rearmament efforts of both coun-. 


tries and to the export, dollar 


earining drive of the United 
Kingdom. Deliveries on both 
sides were up t6 shedule in the 
first quarter of the year, during 


which the United States sent a 
little more than 135,000 net tons 
promised. 


The Truman-Churchill deal, 
however, set a rising scale of de- 
liveries in which the British were 
to get 250,000 tons in the second 
quarter of the year and 361,500 
tons in each of the their and 
four quarters. Obviously a pro 
longed steel strike would wreck 
this program. 

Orders already have been 
signed to halt the program for 
the time being, and even if a 
settlement is reached the U. S. 
steel price almost certainly will 
rise once more.

OF ALL situations, the Korean 
is perhaps the most sensitive to 
economic and political strife in 
the United States. The United 
States has offered to make one 
or two concessions to the Com- 
munists for a truce but it also 
has demanded a deal on the pris- 
oners of war issue not easy for 
the Kremlin to accept. 

The UN poll of prisoners of 
war in Korea showed over 60.- 
000 Communists of 132,000 Chi- 
nesé and North Korean POWs 
refused to return to the Commu- 
nist camp. For the Communists 
to admit 60,000 of their soldiers 
chose freedom would not pre- 
cisely fit the Kremlin’s propa- 
ganda line that the Communist 
world is a sort of poor man’s 
heaven,

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Earth’s Heavenly ‘Bumper’ Credited With Making Northern Lights 


WASHINGTON, April 30—7— 
The beautiful Northern Lights re- 
sult from temporary dents in the 
earth’s heavenly ‘‘bumper,” a 
Harvard celestial physicist theo- 
rized today. 


This new slant on the cause of 
the Aurora Borealis—one of na- 


ture’s big free shows, but a pain 
in the neck to communications men 
—was offered by Dr. Doandl Men- 
zel in a report to the National 
Academy of Sciences. 

The earth’s “bumper” consists 
of invisible lines of magnetic force 
surrounding the planet out to great 


distances, and serving as a barrier 
against some electrical forces. in 
the heavens. 

But Menzel offered the theory 
that great clouds of hydrogen and 
| other gases—shot from the sun 


j and traveling at speeds. up to 600 
| miles per second—sometimes bend 


| 


a section of the bumper inward. 

This produces a gigantic funnel 
in the heavens—shaped something 
like the nozzle or a vacuum clean- 
er—through which the positively- 
charged gases arid some electrons 
pour. 

These electrified particles then 
strike atoms of oxygen in the 


earth’s atmosphere, making them 
luminescent—thus* producing the 
visible glow of the Aurora. 

It’s the same effect as that pro- 
duced in neon advertising signs 
on beer- joints and other places 
where a rarefied gas is animated 
by an electric charge so that it 
glows.

Acheson Asks 
U.S. To Drop 
Bars to Trade

WASHINGTON, April 30—Secre- 
tary of State Acheson renewed 
today his appeal for the reduction 
of trade barriers between the 
United States and other free coun- 
tries, needed if they ‘‘are to build 
the kind of economic and military 
strength we need for our security.”’ 

Informally: replying through a 
news conference statement to a 
British protest against certain 
United States tariff restrictions, 
the secretary said the State de- 
partment agreed with the British 
note that the so-called ‘‘escape 
clause’’ of trade agreements should 
be applied only to cases of ‘‘gen- 
uinely serious injury to domestic 
industry.” 

The ‘‘escape” provisions enable 
United States producers to appeal 
to the tariff commission for revo- 
eation of agreed tariff concessions 
to foreign producers “‘if necessary 
to prevent serious injury.’’ 


“The British concern,’’ Acheson 
stated, “is that, if this clause 
should be applied loosely whenever 
there is a material increase in 
competition from imports, it would 
have a serious effect on the ability 
of the United Kingdom and other 
countries to earn dollars. Increased 
dollar earnings are necessary if 
they are to lessen their dependence 
on grant aid from the United 
States and to carry their share 
of the military burden.”’

Not Be Suppressed 


Another Chapter in the Story Behind the 
Seizure of the Steel Mills 


(An Editorial From the New York Daily Mirror, April 26, 1952). 


Politics, ‘Not Government 


Slowly it all comes out. That is something that the news sup- 
pressers in Washington do not seem to understand. In Russia, the 
news can be suppressed at the source, because they shoot those who 
do not conform to the dictates of the masters. Here, where the worst 
the President can do is to call a man a liar, the news will in time be 
available and published. 

So, it happens that John C. Bane, Jr., industry member of the 
Wage Stabilization Board’s special steel ‘panel, appeared before the 
Senate Committee on Labor and Public Welfare to tell of the irregu- 
lar procedures in that board when the so-called “steel package” 
came up for action. Mr. Bane said: 

“What I do know that would explain the strangeness of the board’s 
extravagant wage recommendation is very little. As I have stated, 
a departure from the regulations was not suggested at any meeting 
of the panel or the board until late on the afternoon or evening of 
March 20th, at a meeting an hour or so before the board’s recom- 
mendations were published. At that meeting, the public mem- 
bers ‘who attended, operating as usual under the potent leadership 
of Mr. Feinsinger, presented one by one the recommendations which 
made up the ‘package’ published later that evening. Among them 
was the recommendation that wages be increased by the 1242-cent 
to 1744-cent series of steps. No industry member of the board or 
the panel had ever heard of this proposal until then. In spite of 
that, the wage recommendation, like all others in the case, was ap- 
proved at once, without discussion, by the votes of the public and 
labor members of the board . 

Here is one of the most vital questions in our economy, a de- 
cision regarding which led to the seizure of the steel plants and the 
enunciation by the President of a doctrine of inherent powers— 
which is government by obiter dicta and not by law—and one hour’s 
notice is all that is given for its consideration. 

That is politics, not government. The decisions are not made 
by those who assume responsibility for them. = 

Actually, the Wage Stabilization Board is a packed agency. The 
labor and public members vote together against the industry mem- 
bers. The board is dominated by its chairman, Nathan P. Feinsinger, 
who has, since 1947, opnosed the Taft-Hartley Law and is not like- 
ly to use its provisions if he can help using them. Mr. Bane’s state- 
ment repeats the question: “Why did the board depart from its reg- 
ulations?” 

Obviously, Mr. Feinsinger does not find it necessary to abide 
by regulations or even to report to his own board. Mr. Bane con- 
cluded: 

“... It now means that the board has no particular standards or 
limits in the establishment of wages. Its only standard is to be its 
own more or less discreet pleasure. What a union gets, in short, un- 
der this precedent, may depend on its peculiar standing in the favor 
or disfavor of the board, and perhaps the amount of political and 
social pressure it can exert on the public members of the board. To 
an American lawyer. government of this kind is abhorrent; it is gov- 
ernment by men, not by law.” 

Naturally, when a president rules without law, his subordinates 
will imitate him. Now every little bureaucrat will make his own 
rules and change them at will. The law is being subordinated not 
only to the whim of the President, but to the wishes of little board 
chairmen. 

Maybe Congress needs to investigate whether Congress itself 
has anything to do with the laws of this country.

Whenever possible buy only 
enough for one or two days’ sup- 
ply. Check the ads and food col- 
umns to make sure you buy the 
ones in season for they are likely 
to have better flavor and be more 
thrifty. 


FOLLOW THE RULES 


Here are the simple rules to 
assure attractive, flavorsome 
vegetables with all their good 
flavor and nutrients conserved. 
~1. Cook only enough for one 
meal. Reheating vegetables 
causes further vitamin losses. _ 
_2.In paring vegetables, make 
the’ parings thin. 

* 3. Avoid presoaking for this 
dissolves out the vitamins and 
minerals. 

4. Cook in.a small amount of 
boiling water. Never more than 
one inch. 

5. Use % teaspoon salt to each 
pound of vegetable or to each cup 
water. | 

6. Cook quickly. Start in boiling 
water; add vegetable and bring 
to boil again; fhen reduce heat 
to just enough to keep water 
boiling. 

7. Keep pan tightly covered. 

8. Do not stir vegetables dur- 
ing cooking. 

9. Do not overcook. Cook only 
until tender-crisp, no more. 

10. Time the cooking so the 
vegetables can be served:as soon 
as they are done.

COOK IT SLOWLY 

The second suggestion is that 
the cookery of hamburger patties 
is the same as for all meats.
